The first message of Gov. Cruce to 
the Oklahoma legislature, like his in­ 
augural address

open to little criticism . While assu r­ 
ing the legislature that he will as 
quickly as possible 
look 
into 
the 
needs of the various departm ents of 
the state governm ent and make report 
of same, the governor directs the a t­ 
tention of the legislators to the fact 
that 
the m ajority of you were elect­

dis­

"these pledges should be 
faithfully 
redeemed. No man who is worthy to 
hold a seat in the legislature of O kla­ 
homa will now undertake to ignore 
or vary the term s of the compact he 
made with the people prior to elec­ 
tion.” 


Always interested in the cause of
